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BAGGING. 


THE ALABAMA ALLIANCE AT AUBURN 


Addressed by a Manufacturer Who Lays a 
Scheme Before Them Which Wil! Le 
Adopted—The Agricultural College. 


Avpuen, Ala, August 7.—[Special.J—The 
union of agriculture apd manufacturers. 

That was the keynote of the leading ad- 
dress delivered before the state alliance to 
day. Tho speaker was Colonel J. H. Field, 
representing the Florence Land company. It 
might as well be understood that you cannot 
travel in Alabama without striking up against 
a land company, and therefore the appear. 
ance of Colonal Field created no surprise. 
His speech has been the subject of favorable 
comment all the afternoon. 

COLONEL FIELD’S SPEECH. 

Colonel Field was introduced by President 
Adams, and at once threw in his greatest 
bomb by declaring that he was not a farmer, 
but a manufacturer. 

“Why am I here then?’ said he. “Under 
this flag Ihave enlisted.’”” Drawing forth a 
yard of cotton bagging, and waving it over his 
head. WhenlI decide to go into the manu- 
facture of this saving sign we stand on com- 
mon ground. The victory which the people 
of the south will win under its folds will 
bring peace indeed. 

Rapturous applause greeted this statement. 

“‘T come to talk to you on practical subjects 
in a practical way. I make the declaration 
here that the farmers ought to come to the 
front as manufacturers. They ought to unite 
the mechanical with the agricultural interest. 
To illustrate wy point: Fiorence two years ago 
was a village of 1,500 inhabitants. Today it is 
a city of 8,000. It was thus develoned by 
manufacturing, and there is no reason why the 
game process may not be applied in every sec- 
tion of the state. What should tho farmer do 
in this question? He should join in the 
march of progression. You have brought into 
being a momentum that means something ; 
that must be cared for in the future, and what 
is your status today? Is the thrift of the 
farmors’ union of inspiration born to live for- 
ever? Those who are behind you will demand 
the evidence of your labor. The organization 
of the farmers mean more than playing iuto 
the hands of a few political demagogues. But 
we must prove it and how this organization 
rests upon the heart of the agricultural world. 
Farmers should be dressed well and array their 
daughters in the finest raiment, and their son 
should be well clothed. You should buiid 
good houses. As a man builds up his home, 
he becomes better. Each man should bea 
soverign, but let monopolies stalk abroad and 
your sovereignty will be gone. Our trouble is 
that we bave always been in the defersive. 
That means making you the prey of every 
otherclass. You must wake up and realize 
your position. There are those among.you now 
who realize that the farmers must themselves 
become manufacturers; your exchange trus- 
tees have agreed on the building of fertilizer 
works first and cotton bagging second, but the 
extortions of the jute men have forced yeu to 
change the order and make cotton begging 
first. The looms must be put in first. Co- 
operation must be the watchword. Ifa village 
of 1,500 can grow into 8,000 in two years by the 
aid of manufactures we should all take a lesson 
aud turn to manufacturing. We can make 
our own shoes; and alntost everything we need, 
by establishing here a factory of one kind ‘and 
there another, raising the money therefor on 
the co-operative plaf. Your bagging manua- 
factory is not able to supply the demand, and 
it will have to be supplemented by a million 
dollar mill, which can be raised on shares of 
ten dollars each. This mill should then be 
put under the charge of the exchange trust. 
This idea makes every farmer a shareholder, 
and he becomes a dividend earner as well as a 
producer from the soil. You must encourage 
home manufacture, because every consumer 
introduced is anew demand upon your pro- 
ducts. Every man you send into other pur- 
suits reduces the competition. Every commu- 
nity with manufactures is a market for the 
farmers’ products. Domestic manufactures 
will increase the domestic demand, and both 
together will make the whole country pros- 
perous.” 

TIRED OF POLITICAL LEADERS. 

Here Colonel Field created a sensation 
which was followed by applause When he said: 

“I amademocrat with a confederate war 
gocord which no man can gainsay. I ain tired 


of our political leaders who have so long been 


leading us intothe dark. [Mplause.] What 
have the platitudes of Jefferson and the hair- 
Splitting of strict construction to do with the 
practicable of the present ? It is time we were 
forcing the old politicians into doing better 
‘and creating new ones, and what do we want 
with narrow constructionists? What we want 
is industrial energy. We want manufacturing 
power; we niust bring our manufactures to 
life.’’ 

This plea for the combination of the agricul- 
tural and industrial interest was closely 
listened to, and this afternoon is receiving the 
close attention of the exchange trustees. The 
outcome will be a million dollar cotton mill at 
Florence, to be followed by other factories 
from time to time until every neighborhood 
will have some industry or other to which the 
trade of the alliance will be vledged. The 
Alabama alliance men haye learned a lesson 
from the land companies and propose to turn 
it to their own benefit.

Harris e@gd J. M. Brown, was appointed to 
mect a similarcommittee from the Georgia al - 
liance on Augusi 14, at 10 a.im., at the Mark- 
ham house in Atlanta, to agree upon a gubsti- 
tute igr jute in case there suould be a shortage 
in cotion bagging. 

A TALK WITH CAPTAIN NEWMAN, 
the egriculturist of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical _ college, revoaled an encouraging 
Story. In 1882 -there were but two students 
taking the agricultural course. It was un- 
fashionable. Now there are 104 exclusively 
agricultural students. Great interest is evinecd 
everywhere in the experiments of the station, 
and the horticultural results are per- 
haps the best of any institution 
in the union. The dairy department, 
while not se large, is as complete, 
as that of Mississippi. The agricultural farm 
is used as a laboratory to in:press the collece 
lectures upon the students who haye to work 
twelve hours a week in the field and pass nino 
hours in the lecture room. It has now come 
that boys who have the prospect of owning 


farms, make ita point to pass a course in | 


colicge in order to fit themselves for it. A 
ease in point was L. F. Howell, a brother of 
G. A. Howell, of West End. He had a2 pas- 
tion for farming, and is now doing well in

Lowndes county, Ga. There were thirty 
Georgia boys in the last class here. Nine 
tenths of the graduates follow the profession 
for which they were educated, and many of 
them have thus early attained success. 

In still another way the experimental sta- 
tions are made useful to the tax payers. At 
leastevery farmer in the state spends his 
vacation daysin visiting the farm, where ho 
informs himself on points of doubt and takes 
lessons which enable him to work more satis- 
factorily athome. Hundreds of farmers, bya 
visit to the station, have become thoroughly 
versed in the manufacture of home-made fer- 
tilizers. ; 

Tosum up the result of my trip bere, the 
Farmers’ Alliance of Alabama has, without 
doubt, raised the people out of the slough. It 
aroused the pride of thousands and sct them 
to thinking. Every thinking man thus turned 
out in the community becomes a missionary of 
thrift. Ithas become unfashionable to go in 
debt, and farmers who are already in 
are working themselves out. The alliance is 
also an a of temperance and morality, and 
clearly then, the alliance may be given credit 
for having made the people in question indus- 
trious, ambitions, moral and temperate. To 
supplement this good work the Agricultural 
college gives them the means of acquiring, 
even in a visit ofa day, information which but 
a short time ago was asealed book. The men 
I see here in attendance upon the state §alli- 
ance are splendid samples of sturdy manhood. 
They are men upon whom Alabama may well 
lean with confidence, and who are certain to 
succeed because their object is just.

SAD ENDING OF A PLEASURE TRIP 


A Boat Explosion in Which Several Per- 
sons Were Killed. 

Burrato, N. Y., August 7.—About 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, bystanders near the boathouses 
at the fcot of Ferry street heard two explosions 
in quick succession from the boat house just 
being built by L. B, Crocker, superintendent 
of the New York Central Stock yards, in which 
his pleasure yacht, the Cedar’ Ridge, 
was stored. Immediately following the ex- 
plosions the boat burst in flames, which 
soon made a furnace of its interior. Three of 
Crocker’s children, a daughter and two sons, 
were burned to death in the boat, and also a 
carpenter, who was at work uponit. Another 
daughter and a lady friend, named McLean, 
were badly burned, but were blown into the 
water, which extinguished the flames in their 
clothing. The boat used naptha for fuel. It 
is supposed that the accident was caused 
when the engineer lit a match for the ignition 
of the fuel, by the explosion of some gas, which 
had leaked out. The party were just starting 
on a pleasure trip.

A Verdict of Gulity in the Maybrick Trial— 
Senténced to Death. 

LIVERPOOL, August 7.—The jury in the case 
of Mrs. Maybrick, who has been on trial for 
the murder of ber husband, brought in a 
verdict of guilty today. Mrs. Maybrick was 


thereupon sentenced to death. 


Judge Stephen, in his charge tothe jury. 
said there was strong and distressful evidence 
to show that the prisoner had a motive for rid- 
ding herself of her husband. This could be 
found in her infidelity, which had rendered it 
necessary for her to enter into the inextricable 


| mazes of lying. He also called particular at- 


tention to the phrase, ‘*He is sick unto death,”’ 
coutained in her letter to Brierly. This was 
terribly importantin view of the fact that on 


“the day the letter was written the doctors fully 


expected that Mr. Maybrick would recover. 
It showed there was reason for believing that 
the prisoner was desirous of being rid of her 
husband in order that she might live with her 
paramour. The judge put the question to tity 
jury, whether it was reasonable to believe that 
aloving wife would yield to her husband’s 
suggestion to put an unknown powder in his 
food. 

Thousands waited tho judge’s departure 
from court, and howled with rage when he 
appeared. LElooting was incessant, and there 
were frequent cries of ‘“‘Shame!’’ The crowd 
tiireatened to attack the judge’s carriage, but 
the police interfered. Feeling over the result 
is intense. Steps are being taken -to stay the 
execution, further medical evidence having 
been secured.

THE BLACK DIAMOND SEIZURE. 


Tie Report of the Commander of the Rush 
Reaches Washington. 


Wasninaton, August 7.—The report of 
Captain Shepard, commanding the revenue 
steamer Rush in regard to the seizure of the 
British sealer, Black Diamond, which was 
mailed at San Francisco, in July, has been 
received at the treasury department. Acting 
Secretary Batchellor refuses positively to give 
it to the press, but admits that it confirms 
substantially the newspaper reports concerning 
the seizure. It contains no reference what- 
ever to the escape of the vessel for the reason 
that it had not occurred whenit was written. 
Noither does it give any explanation with re- 
gard to the smaliness of the crew placed in 
charge of the prize, but the report is said to 
indicate that the vessel was not naroled, but 
was subject only to the control of the prize 
crew. Acting Secietary Batchellor said that 
as the question seems to have assumed politi- 
cal importance he preferred to do nothing 
whatever in the matter withont consultation 
with Secretary Windom upon his return to the 
city.

PARTY IN BOSTON. 


ARRIVAL 
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THEY RECEIVE A CORDIAL GREETING 


The Military Escort Them From the Depot 
tothe Hotel—The City in Holiday Attire 
—Streets Thronged With People. 


Fact River, Mass., August 7.—The steam 
er Pilgrim, with President Harrison and Sec- 
retaries Windom and Proctor on board, ar- 
rived here at4da. m. The distinguished pas- 
sengers were not aroused at that hour, how- 
ever, and it was 6 o’clock before they appeared 
in the salon, when .they were greeted in bs- 
half of the commonwealth and welcomed to 
Massachusetts by Adjutant-General Dalton 
But little time was spent in formalities, and 
after breakfast the party disembarked and 
stepped into the special parlor car, 

Shortly after 7 o’clock, the train, amid the 
cheers of the crowd that had assembled at the 
wharf, pulled out of the depot en route for 
Boston. The train was the regular second 
boat train of the Old Colony railroad, and 
was run on scheduie time. 

ARRIVAL AT BOSTON. 

Boston, August 7.—President Harrison an@ 
party arrived here at 9:03a.m. As early as 8 
o’clock crowds began to gather about the sta- 
tion, and when the train arrived at the depot 
and the adjacent streets, 

WERE PACKED WITH HUMANITY. 

At 8:30 Lieutenant-Governog Brackett and 
staff, with Mayor Hart, arrivetiat the station 
and made their way to the platform, accompa- 
nied by Lieutenant-Colonel Mansfield, United 
States engineer corps, who is detailed as a 
special aid to the president. Immediately upon 
the arrival of the train Lieutenant-Governor 
Brackett boarded the special car.and cordialiy 
greeted the president. The party then leftthe 
train and moved along the platform, kept free 
from the crowd by a cordon of police, to the 
entrance at Kneeland street, where carriages 
were in waiting to convey the guests to the 
Hotel Vendome. When the president appear- 
ed at the entrance cheer after cheer went up 
from the crowd, which enthusiasm was con- 
tinued along the entire route from the depot to 
the hotel, the president 

BOWING HIS ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 

The party were escorted in five carriages by 
the first battalion of cavalry, company A, of the 
National Lancers, and the Roxbury Horse 
Guards with a battalion of bugle corps of six- 
teen men is a police detai). 

The first carriage contained the president, 
Lieutenant-Governor Brackett and General 
Dalton. Next in crder were Mayor Hart, 
Secretary Windom and Colonel Mansfield. 
Then Secretary Proctor, Surgeon-General 
Holt and General Shepard. In the fourth 
were Coloncl Rotch, Colonel Hoar, Secretary 
Halford and Colonel Newman, and in the 
fifth Colonel Currier, Colonel Wallace, Colonel 
Abbott and Colonel:Weil. Many of the build- 
buildings and stores along the route of caval- 
cade were gay with flags, bunting and appro- 
driate mottoes, and the, sidewalks windows 
and streets were thronged with people anxious 
to get a view of the president. 

As the head of the procession turned from 
W inter into Fremont street, a detachment of 
battery A, stationed on the parade ground of 
the common, began firing a salute, which con- 
tinued until the president arrived at the Ver.- 
dome. 

RECBPTION AT THE HOTEL. 

At 10:30 tia party sat down to a second 
breakfast, and. en after a brief rest, the 
president entered the beautiful ebony room 
and received officers of the state and city, fed- 
eral officers, officers of the United States army 
and navy, mayors of citie3, and others to 
whom invitations had been sent. The recep- 
tion lasted from 11:50 until 12:30 p. in., during 
which time about 500 persens paid their re- 
spects to the president. 

AT FANEUIL HALL, 

At 12:45 the party again entered carriages 
and escorted by cavalry started for Faneuil 
hall, where a popular reception began at 2:30 
p. m. 

The streets through which the carriages 
passed were crowded and windows and every 
pointof vantage were occupied by the enthusi- 
astic people who gave the president a royal 
ovation. Ladies were out in large numbers. 
The reception at Faneuil hall was largely 
attended, thousands being unable to 
-ain admittance before the hour for the close 
of the ceremony. The party then re-entered 
carriages, and, escorted by cavalry and the 
bugle corps, returned to the Vendome by a 
route diferent from that by which they 
reached the hail, receiving, as before, the 
enthusiastic grecting from the crowds that 
lined the streets. 

Tonight a banquet tendered by the state 
was served, the party present comprising the 
president, Lieutenant-Governor Bracxett, Sec- 
retaries Windom and Prector, Walter Blaine, 
Mayor Hart and Private: Secretary HalJford. 
The party will depart tomorrow morning on a 
Special train for Bar Harbor, and inall proba- 
bility the president will not leave the train til]

Another case happened yes- 
terday, where a gentieman wanted a doctor to 
make atrip five miles to the country to visit 
his child, who was very sick. lie called on 
ten different doctors, but it was impossible to 
get one of them to go. Typhoid fever, malarial 
fever, dysentery and a genuine case of scurvy 
were reported to the Red Cross hospital during 
the past two weeks. The case of scurvy was 
caused by sait pork diet which the contractors’ 
men has to subsist on.

Meeting of the State Convention at Harris- 
‘barg--Organizing for Business. 

HARxISBuRG, August 7.—There was music 
in the sir this morning and” the sun shone 
resplendantly as the delegates to the republi- 
can state convention awoke from their peace- 
ful slumbers and began to stir about the hotels, 
After listening to the inspiring strains of the 
band for half an hour, the delegates and 
spectators started for the opera house, where 
80 many conventions have been held. The 
interior was elaborately decorated with flags 
and bunting and the spectacular effect was de- 
cidedly pleasing. It was a delightfully cool 
morning and a refreshing breeze made things 
comfortable for the convention. When Chair- 
man Andrews called the convention to order, 
at 10:35, most of the delegates were in their 
seats. The secretary first read the call for the 
convention, and then the roll of delegates, 
There were few absentees, and not more than 
half a es substitutions. 

On motion of Mr. Penman, of Lackawanna 
county,tbe following were unanimously elected 
temporary ofiicers af-the convention: Cheir- 
man, Walter Lyon, of Alleghany; secretary, 
Frank Willig Laech, of Philadelphia; assist- 
aut secretaries, Henry Kuhn, J. O. Edelblut, 
John W. Mossison ; sergeant-at-arms, William 
Blair, of Pittsburg. The usual minor officers 
were also elected. 

Committees wers appointed and the conven- 
tion tock a recess. An hour Jater it reas- 
sembleg. Senator G. W. Delamater was made 
permanfpnt chairman, and the remainder of 
temporgry oflicers were made permanent. The 
platforg was then read and adopted without 
dissent* State Treasurer Henry K. Boyer was 
renomifiated by acclamation. Ifelected it will 
be his taird successive term. The convyeution 
then adjourned.

HEAVIEST FORGERY OF THE AGE 


A Company's? President Fills Cut Biavk 
Certificates of Stock, and Train Rob-< 
bers Collect Money From Passengers. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., August 7.—John S, 
Blaisdll, one of the oldest and wealthiest cit- 
izens of Min»eapolis, yesterday discovered that 
forgeries to the amount of $267,000 had been 
committed in his name. The forger is a young 
lawyer of this city whose father is also wealthy 
and prominent. Blaisdell had befriended the 
young man in business transactions, going so 
far as to indorse his note for $15,000. The 
young man made the indorsement the basis for 
asystematic series of forgeries, reaching the 
sum above mentioned. Mr. Blaisdell discov- 
ered the forgeries merely by accident. He at 
once charged the young lawyer with the crime, 
the latter confessing in the presence of several 
Witnesses. The forger’s friends at once took 
steps to husp the matter up and an afrange- 
ment was made whereby the entire amount of 
the forgeries was to, be paid over to Mr. Blais- 
dell in considefation of his not prusecuting the 
young criminal, 

Arrangements were partlally made to this 
effect, and with this understanding the name 
of the young man was suppressed in gonsidera- 
tion of his previous good character and the 
high standing of iis family. Today, however, 
matters have assumed a different phase. The 
newspapers have given the case publicity. 

The forger’s name .is J. Frank Collum, of 
Rockwood & Collum, attorneys at 220 Temple 
court, in this city. The forger has been Mr. 
Blaisdell’s attorney and was thus enabled to 
have access to his p2pers—an opportunity 
which he used for the furtherance of his 
schems. Collum is a man of about thirty-five 
years ofage. He was kept a prisoner all last 
night at the office of Attorney I. F. Davis, 
who was retained in the interest of the Secur- 
ity bank, which holds a good deal of the forged 

aper. 

. ‘oung Collom has made ful! confession and 
he explains that he lost the momey in real es- 
tate speculations. The total amount of his 
forgeries is $227,000. Blaisdell’s name is not 
upon all the forged paper, the names of several 
other prominent citizens having been used. 
Collom holds equities in’ considerable real es- 
tate and these have alt been turned over to 
Blaisdell. Young Collom ocdupies a hand- 
some residence on Vortland avenue and lives 
in good style, employing several servants. He 
has a charming wife and twoor three young 
children.

Hewas engaged in the iron business 
ontside of his connection with the company, 
he said, and became interested in some inven- 
tions, one cf a patent fire escape, the other of 
a clothes post system for use on the roofs of 
houses. Both promised well, but the officials 
of the burean of buildings refused to allow 
their use, and the scheme fell flat. Allen be- 
caine -embarrassed and, to relieve himself, 
took blank certificates of railroads 
stock, filled them out with his own name, 
or that of some other person, and 
hypothecated the begus shares in various 
banks. He thinks that he has scattered seven 
hundred shares or so about in that way, and 
harrowed about $125,000 or $150,000. Only 
half of these shares and their linocent holders 
have been placed so far.

¥ IT HAS NOT BEEN SOLD. 


Colonel Hawkins Denies that the Sayannah, 
Americus and Montgomery Was Sold. 

For the past two weeks there have been ru- 
mors to the effect that the Central Railroad 
and Banking company had purchased the Sa- 
vannah, Americus and Montgomery railway,, 
in order to prevent its building into Savannah, 
and to destroy competition at Americus. 

Coionel S. H. Hawkins, president of the 

avannah, Americus and Montgomery road, 
was in the city yesterday, and a ConsTrruTION 
reporter talked with him upon the subject. 

“Our road,” said President Hawkins, “hag 
not been sold to the Central, nor will it be 
sold. On the contrary, we have just perfected 
arrangements by which it will not only retain 
its independence, but will give to the people 
along its line all the advantages in through 
rates of a great trunk line, as well as the ad- 
vantages of all rail connections to two of the 
most important portson the Atlantic coast— 
Savannah and Brunswick.”’ 

is W hat are the arrangements you allude to?” 

You Know that we started out to extend 
our road to Savannah, in order to get a direct 
line to deep water. It is true that at McRae 
we will connect with the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia read for Brunswick, but 
it was only a connection and we could not ccn- 
trol through rates. Originally we had intend- 
ed to run a straight line east from McRae to 
Savannah, but upon surveying the route we 
found that it would run through acountry that 
promised but little local traffic and was 
costly to build through. §For this reason 
we diverged at McRae and went in a northerly 
direction. This placed us almost upon the 
same line that had been surveyed by the Cen- 
tral for its Savannah and Western extension. 
At that time we did not think the Central re- 
ally intended to build that line, but regarded it 
more as a bluff to keep us from building our 
road. We madea proposition to the citizens 
of Savanuah thatif they would donate to ug 
£50,000 to aid usin securing terminal facili- 
ties, we would build to theircity; but after 
four months they failed in raising the 
&50,000 or in securing an option 
on land suitable for terminal facilities, which 
was sufiicient evidence to us of the difficulty.of 
completing our road into Savannah within any 
reasonable time. 

“In the meantime the Central was rapidly 
pushing forward its work on its Savannah and 
Western extension. It soon became evident 
that if the two ypads were to be built so closely 
parallel to each other both must suffer, with- 
out any corresponding benefit to the country. 
For this reason, and for the purpose of secure 
ing an early entrance into Savannah, 
an arrangement was made with 
the Central by which we will run our trains 
over its track from our eastern terminus, 
which will be at Sterling, into Savannah, and 
the Central runs its trains over cur road from 
Sterling to Americus. In other words through 
freight and passenger trains will be run from 
Birmingham to Savannah, our road getting its 
pro rata share of the trafiic according to mile- 
ave.’’ 

“Is this not in effect a consolidation of the 
two roads under one management ?’’ 

‘No, sir; nothing of tha kind. - Each road 
retains iis own management, and in that re—- 
spect is thoroughly independent of the other, 
Is is mercly a trafic arrangement.”’ 

‘Does this arrangement preclude you from 
extending your road into Savannah ?” 

‘No, there is no such agreement. It leaves 
us free to terminate our trafiic arrangément 
whenever 
we choose to do so, and the Centwal has the 
same privilege of extending to Americus.” 

‘‘Does the Central own any of the stock of 
your road ?”’ 

“Not ashare that I know of. In fact, all 
buta very small portion of tho stock of our 
road is he}d by the Americus Investment com- 
pany, composed of citizens of Americus, which 
for the past three years has controlled the 
road. No, sir; you need have no fears on that 
score. The road has not been sold, nor has it 
relinquished in the slightest degrev its inde- 
pendence—in fact, it has strengthened it by 
securing an immediate eastern outlet upon 
the most favorable terms and given to our 
people now such rates a3 we could not other- 
wise have given them for some time and after 
an immense expendituro of money. The Cen2 
tral hasno yoice in the management of our 
road, nor we in theirs-—it is simply a traftie 
arrangement, to last only so long as Itis 
agreeable to both parties.’’ 

A Telegram From Macon. 

After reaching Macon, Colonel Hawkins 
sent the following telegram to Tug Constte 
TUTION: 

Macon, Ga., August 7.—Atlanta Constitu- 
ien: Last April the business men of Savan- 
rah, among other things, agreed to pay the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery railway 
$50,000 to secure its extension as an inde 
pendent line into Savannah. They are now 
reminded that they only have to comply with 
their contract to secure their rights.

“Aeainst the sale,’’ andthen how many of those 
“for the sale” are “for barrooms.’’ and how many 
are “avanast barrooms,’’ and if the bal- 
tots “for the sale’ are in the majority, then the bal. 
iois having on them the words “against barrooms’ 
are to be added to those “against the saile,.”’ and if 
the aggregate of these two classes is in the majority, 
then the result will be the probibition of the retail 
trade, or ‘‘barrooms.,”’

the sale and 450 against the sule,and that [00 of 
tio-e for the sale have on them the words ‘against 
barrooms.’’

ave heard many of our leading and most conserva- 
tive citizens, among the anti- probibitionisis, express 
them-elves as perfectly willing to vote against bar- 
rooms, if they fould be allowed to doso without 
voting total prohibition. They are willing to sup- 
presstbe barroom, but unwilling to suppress the 
wholesale trade. Now, thisamendment would give 
that class a chance (to vote for the sale, bu: against 
barrooms, at the same time, It seems to me that 
no one could oppose this amendment, except one 
who is out-and-outin favor of barrcoms—the worst 
form of the liquor trafic.

General Gordon 
was said by the old soldiers todook just like he 
did when heading the columns in Virginia a 
quarter of acentury ago. The old rebe! yell 
could not be suppressed asthe strains of mar- 
tial music fioated upon the niorning breeze. 

The speaker’s stand was erected in a beauti- 
ful grove and decorated beautifully by the fair 
ladies. Thestars ard stripes fioated over the 
speakers, while an old confederate banner was 
displayed beneath the folds of the eld flag. 

The exercises were opened by an appropriate, 
impressive prayer from the chaplain, Kev. 5. 
I). Clements, a brave old soldier and captain 
in the confederate service, who now suffers 
from seyere wounds received in the fierce 
shock of battle. 

Captain Roswell Ellis, who went down in 
one of the gallant charges at Gettysbarg, in- 
troduced Governor Gordon in a chaste and 
eloquent manner. Foran hour our gallant 
and beloved governor charmed his audience 
with one of his greatest efforts. He was at 
his best, aud the presence of his old comrades 
scemed to lend the speaker unusual inspiration. 
His exhortation to his old soldiers to quit them- 
selves in peace like the heroes they were in 
war was thrilling, and received hearty indorse- 
ment and tumultuous cheers. 

General Gordon was repeatedly cheered. 

Hon. Thomas W. Grimes followed in a very 
elegant and telling speech, making a fine im- 
pression uponal)l, This was the first time he 
had ever addressed a Meriwether audience 
and he made a most favorable impression. 
Graceful, ornate and for@ble, he made many 
friends by his excellent speech. 

Dinner was spread upon the long table in 
the thick grove, and the large multitude 
feasted most bountifwily. A happier or more 
orderly assemblage was never seen in Meri- 
wether, Great good has been done by the 
social gathering and the evént will be long re- 
membered by all who participated in the day’s 
exercises. The people were glad to have their 
governor and congressman with them and also 
to talk over old scenes and crack old jokes and 
renew old friendships.

A HARD CASE. 


A Few of the Exploits of Phil, Alias C. C., 
Johnson. 

STONE MounTAIN, Ga., August 7.—-[Special. 
The negro, Phil alias C. C. Johnson arreste 
in Atlanta two or tlree days ago for burglary, 
is a well Known criminal in this county. Sev- 
eral years ago he served a sentence in the pen- 
itentiary for burglary. After serving his sen- 
tance he retarned to his old home here, and 
wes accused of a number of thefts, but by his 
shrewdness always came throngh all right. 
He finally left this county and went down in- 
to Wahon county, where he stole a horse and 
wason and made his way towards Atlanta.

Without the — assist- 
ance of any one heSloaded a bale of cotton on 
his wagon and put out for Atlanta again, and 
Colonel Veal went down to his plantation 
early next morning and found one of his bales 
of cotton gone. He soon saw that thé wagon 
tracks were fresh, and that the thief had but 
an hour or so the start. He gave the alarm, 
and two or three young men of the place 
started in pursuit of the thief and the cotton. 
The pursuers overtook Johnson between 
Decatur and Atlanta, but just before getting 
up to the wagon, Jolson jumped and made 
for the woods. One or two of the parties re - 
mained with the team; the other one, Dr. 
George Goldsmith ,took after Johnson, running 
over fences and through the woods, and atthe 
same time shooting at Johnson, but by dodg- 
ing he made his escape, not without first re- 
ceiving two pistol balls, one in his arm,j;break- 
ing it, and the other in his body.

The Discussion of the Betterment 
Question, 

It has been freqnently said there was 
nothing in the betterments question. The 
continued discussion of this subject by the 
legislature would indicate there is some 
room for debate on the subject. There 
certainly are two sides to the question. But 
this is not surprising—transactions in eight 
million dollars’ worth of property, that has 
paid in clean cash to the state net six 
million dollars in money, deserves careful 
consideration, The time has come for the 
owner of the property to look for another 
lessee. It is admitted that the rent has been 
promptly paid at the end of each month; it 
is admitted that the road is in as good con- 
dition, and the lessees claim in a better 
condition, than when it wag leased; it is 
admitted that there is an excess of rolling 
stock that belongs to the present lessees; it 
i; admitted that there are more sidetracks 
than when the road was leased. All this is 
admitted by everybody Now, how does the 
legislature propose to settle the matter ? 
The third section of the new lease act 
simply proposes to dispose of this whole 
matter by permitting the old lessees to take 
» the excess of rolling stock, or if they want 
all the rolling stock, to pay for what they 
received at schedule prices. That is all 
there is in it so far as that bill goes. Sup- 
pose the lessees wait until the lease expires, 
and want to take more than the excess? 
Buppose they take it all and say they will 
pay the difference? It is in their possession. 
‘How is this difference to be ascertained? 
If is the easiest matter in the world to drift 
the whole matter into litigation. We admit 
that some of the legal statesmen in the leg- 
islature say they are not afraid of a lawsuit. 
We never saw a lawyer who was, but there 
are plenty of people in the state who are. 
We have no suggestions to make about bet- 
terments. We believe the original lease act 
is the law of this case, and we believe that 
this legislature can settle the whole ques- 
tion fairly and squarely without losing a 
dollar—that they will not be required to pay 
under that contract—and without jeopard- 
izing other interests, and without an expen- 
sive suit. Who knows what the present les- 
sees claim? Has there been any effort to as- 
certain theamount? We doubt if there isa 
member of the legislature who can answer 
how much they claim. Weare frank to say 
wedo not know, but we do know that there 
has been no effort made to ascertain what the 
difference is. Inall frankness and candor, is 
this the proper way to settle up a twenty year 
contract that has yielded a net profit tothe 
state of six million dollars, when eight 
million dollars worth of property is at stake? 
There is nota member of the legislature 
who in settling with his tenant at the end of 
the year would not be more specific and 
particular, and if there was a difference, he 
would be a poor business man if he did not 
find out or try to find what hig tenant 
claimed? 

There is another clause in this third sec- 
tion .of the lease act that is too loose to 
stand. ‘‘Natural wear and tear’’ is as broad 
as ‘‘more or less.”” Who is to determine 
the ‘‘natural wear and tear’’ for eighteen 
months? The woods are full of lawyers in

Every sensible man in Georgia, and every 
sensible member of the legislature, knows 
that railroad combinations, no matter what 
shape they take, are powerless to hurt the 
people of Georgia. They have as a protec- 
tion the railroad law and the railroad com- 
mission, and there is no imaginable species 
of railroad combination in this state that 
cannot ~be controlled by the law and the 
commission that operates under it. 

There has been a somewhat vociferous 
quotation of a section of the state constitu- 
tion as applicable to the Olive bill. The 
inapfness of that quotation has already been 
sufficiently dwelt on by’ some of our alert 
contemporaries. Wemay say of the state 
constitution that it is not intended to author- 
ize, nor does it authorize, the legislature of 
Georgia to cripple Georgia corporations and 
Georgia seaports in behalf of Virginia 
interests. 

That the legislature understands the 
situation we have no doubt. Certainly the

The People and the Railroads. 

A short while ago we printed in our col- 
umns a letter from Major Wallace in answer 
to certain questions propounded to him by 
Mr. J. W. Hanlon, editor of the Quitman 
Herald, as to the necessity for the passage 
of any such law as the Olive bill.

ion,”’ . 

In Tue CONSTITUTION yesterday we 
printed a letter addressed by Major Wallace 
to Hon. R, L. Berner, chairman of the house 
judiciary committee, in which he makes the 
object and effect of the bill alluded to in the 
Hanlon letter so plain and so fair that a man 
of the most ordinary mind cannot fail to 
comprehend and admit the fairness of its 
provisions.

EpiTors CoNnsTITUTION; May I ask space 
to say a few words?

rob the state’s treasury, I regret beyond expression 
what appears to me an effort to create such an im- 
pression. I much mofe regret the fact that the 
companuywith which I have the honor to be officially 
connected, has been held up and named as the 
instrument through which this robbery {js at- 
tempted to be perpetrated. 

If [know myselt and understand the atms of the 
Louisville and Nashville company as well as the 
alms of the lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
road, it ig to deal in the,utmost fairness and frank- 
ness with the people of Georgiain the adjusiment 
of a question which so largely involves tne future 
ofa magnificent piece of railway property. 

i cay I have listened, and I now ask is it alto- 
gether right and the proper thing for the represen- 
tatives of a great state and a generous people to 
agsail the niga | of purpose of the men who for 
‘the past eighteen years as lessees 
of the state property have in the most perfect 
good faith carried out in letter and spirit every 
obligation resting upon them? And is anything to 
be gained by special pleadings or distortion of facts 
in the discussion of a grave and important question? 

It was stated by one of the speakers (Mn Berner 
I believe) that the present lessees had run the road 
for a number of years without making any material 
improvements, and not until 1879 eight 

rears after the lease was made, had the 
essees expended any money of consequence upon 
it. In answer to this I wilt say that the lessees ex - 
pended the first yearofthe lease for repairs and 
improvement to road bed and equipment $707,138.53, 
aad within the first four years $1,*36,860.90, and 
during the eighteen years $3,902,177.56, being an ay~« 
erage of $220,(00 per annum Sarng the entire term 
of the lease. It was claimed by Mr. Bernerin 
a rather plausible but utterly fallacious 
argument that the lessees are powerless; 
that they cannot save themselyes by the removal of 
fixtures; that the expense of doing so will equal 
the saving. Admitting all the gentleman claimed 
(although untenable in the estimation of practical 
men), does the gentleman eo that the present 
lesse2s will continue to spend the large sum, aggre- 
gating $220,000 per annum, or $390,000, for the re- 
maining term of the lease to keep the road up in its 
present excellent condition? 

Suppose they should cut this expenditure down 
one-halfandthussave $150,000, how much will it 
cost the state to put it back to its present condition? 

This seems to me to be the real question, if ‘a 
stitch in time saves nine,’’ and who will gainsay it, 
what will an expenditure of $150,000 made upon the 
road “‘in time’’ save to the state as compared with 
the large expenditure which must follow a failure 
to put in this “stitch in time?’

of the great state of Georgia to say that therefore the 
claim ot the lessees is not entitled to fair considera- 
tlon? It is admitted by ali that the road Is in a much 
better condition than when delivered to the 
present lessees, the state’s own board of 
inspectors has said so, how then can the 
state afford to say that the claims of the lessees for 
these improvements shall not be fatrly met? 

Do gentlemen who take this view of the question 
appreciate the purport and effect of thoir declara- 
tions? Do the people of Georgia merely because 
the lessees are holpless wish to as chk them of the 
equities they have and can establish by abundant

Mr. Lyons has not left the office yet, and 
yesterday inducted his successor into the mys- 
teries of the work. The position is one requir 
ing careful work of a difficult nature, and it 
will require several days’ coaching for the new 
registry clerk, and this coaching Mr. Lyons has 
kindly consented to do. Then,'too, Mr. Lyons’s 
work is in an: unfinished condition, and his 
personal attention to it is absolutely necessary. 

This makes his remaining at the office im- 
perative.

Mr. Van Pelt asked Mr. Wedemeyer to re- 
sume his place for a few days. 

But the gentleman emphatically and in- 
stantly declined. 

After leaving General Lewis and relating 
the conversation which passed between them, 
he said: 

“T made a great mistake when I accepted 
the place. Then I made another when I re- 
mained there as long as I did. In fact the only 
sensible thing I did was to quit. I wouldn’t 
go back now. I couldn’t go back without los - 
ing my selfrespect. Iam glad Iam out ofthe 
darned muss you can bet.’’ 

SOME FUNNY LETTERS. 

Postmasters receive mail just the same as 
other folks. 

General Lewis received a good lump yester- 
day. 

Among the letters which were placed upon 
his desk were several written by parties who 
either neglected or forgot to sign a name. 

Some of these epistles were very war-like. 

One began with some decidedly salty re- 
marks, continuing: ‘‘What inthe h—1 do you 
mean by putting that negroin there. If you 
don’t take him out at once I’) kill you.”’ 

The letter was four pages, and was very 
abusive and threatening. 

Another containing about the same threats 
was signed: ‘One of the Ten Regulators.”

On the night Colonel Renfroe~ surrendered 
the oftice to General Lewis the combination to 
the safe was changed.

GENERAL LEWIS HAS A WORD TO SAY. 

General Lewis, who has raised all this row, 
thinks he is being wronged by the people of 
Atlanta, and justifies his work. 

‘‘T have done just what the law saysI shall 
do,” he said yesterday, ‘‘and yet I am abused 
most unmercifully. My side of the case is not 
fully understood, neither will the papers pre- 
sent it. This abuse heaped upon me is a wrong 
to me and my family, and an insult of the 
grossest kind to us.”’ 

“In what way, general?” he was asked. 

‘The injustice of the thing. Here I: am 
abused simply because I am carrying out a 
law. Now, before Colonel Renfroe went out he 
found it necessary toput on a man to fill a 
vacancy. He selecteil Mr. Stanley, and sent 
him to me, saying that as he was going 
out he would give Stanley the place if I recom- 
mended it. Iknew him to be a good man, 
and replied that I would be pleased with the 
appointment.”’ 

‘‘And it was made?” 

‘Later Stanley came back saying Colonel 
Renfroe wanted a written suggestion. I gave 
it, and still later Colonel Renfroe sent for me, 
and during the conversation asked me if I 
thought Stanley could be appointed in compli- 
ance with the civil service law. I answered: 

‘*Frankly I do not.’ 

‘But you diregarded the law in appointing 
two men in the money order department ?”’ 

“TI did not. I wrote to a friend in Washing- 
ton and to the department, trying to have the 
chief clerk and make the receiving teller ex- 
empt.”’ 

‘And why ?” 

‘*Because of the responsible positions I pre- 
ferred to select my own men to baving them 
thrust upon me. I was informed that the 
chief clerk was exempt, and that it was proo- 
able the other would be. That was the way in 
which I made those two appointments, which 
are represented as my disregard of the civil 
service law. 

‘‘Now, all the row they are raising about 
Penny,’ continued the general, ‘‘is useless. 
When I found -the two vacancies I 
found only two eligible men. One was 
Penny and the other's Sturgess. Recog- 
nizing and realizing thb’--.prejudices of 
these people with whom I have lived twenty- 
two years, I gave it deep study. Ithen deter- 
mined to put the colored man Where he 
wouldn’t come in contact with the pablic—in 
the registry department—and put thp white 
man where he would come in contact wit the 
public. Penny’s handwriting was better than

posed to do with his place. I informed him I 
could inake no promise.” 

‘Have you received a letter from Mr. Van 
W u.kle ?’’

“Would you object toshowing that letter?’ 

“Most assuredly.”

“No; because it was between Mr. Van 
Winkle and myself only.” 

“The point I want made plain,” continued 
General Lewis, ‘‘is that under the civil service 
law, my appointment of Penny was the only 
thing possible. Ihad the two vacancies and 
the two men to fillthem. I thought it best to 
put the white man in the money order depart- 
ment where he would come in contact with the 
public, and the colored man in the registry 
department where he would not.”’ 

MR. LYONS GOES OUT. 

Mr. Lyons will surrender the keys of his de- 
partment to Mr. Van Pelt this morning at %. 

He ceased his work late last night. 

Before leaving the oftice Mr. Lyons was 
offered a place by an Atlanta firm with an ad- 
vance of one hundred dollars. 

‘‘T never asked Genera! Lewis toretain me,”’ 
he said. ‘I expected to go out when he came 
in. The trouble ain’t with Lewis so much.” 

“Then with whom ?”’ 

“Buck. He’s the power behind the throne, 
and Lewis is pleasing him.”’ 

TO BURN IN EFFIGY. 

There was talk upon the streets yesterday 
afternoon of burning General Lewis in effigy, 
but the rumors could not be traced to any re- 
liable source, and no demonstrations were 
made.

GEORGIA ON WHEELS. 


A Delegation of Georgia Farmers to Repre- 
sent the State. 


It will be remembered that last year the

That the results of such a trip must be greatly 
beneficial to Georgia is obvious, as these farmers 
will come back with enlarged ideas and expe- 
rience, and their neighbors wil] closely watch 
any new methods and machinery which they 
may adopt.

' MR. GAMBLE, OF JEFFERSON, 

made the first speech. It was a sledge- 
hammer biow at the Rankin amendment. 

“The issue,” he argued, “is made up be- 
tween the Rankin amendment and the third 
section of the bill. I am opposed to that 
amendment for two reasons, either of which 
ought to insure its defeat. 1. Because it settles 
the question of betterments gag the state, 
2. Because it proposes to make a case for the 
lessees against the state when they could not 
legally make one for themselves. No tenant 
can sue his landlord for improvements placed 
upon the rented premises. All he can do is to 
remove improvements from the premises, pro- 
vided they are of such a nature as can be re- 
moved without damage to the freeholders. 
The lessees occupy the posigion of tenants and 
cannot sue the state for betterments; they can 
only remove such things as can be legally 
removed. The third section eliminates the 
question of betterments from the Dill and 
leaves the question—if there be a question—to 
be hereafter settled. The third section is defi- 
nite and certain in its terms. It proposes to 
lease the road-bed in its present condition, 
matural wear and tear only excepted Any 
practical railroad man can go over the road, 
ascertain its present condition and then calcu 
late what the natural wear and tear will he 
from now until the end of the lease, and make 
his bid accordingly. No amendment offered, 
in his judgment, can improve this portion of 
the section. I cannot agree with the extreme 
position taken by the gentleman from Meri- 
wether [Mr. Hill]. Rolling stock on a railroad 
is not real estate, as argued by him, but per- 
sonality, and so recognized all over the world. 
His position is unsupported by law or com- 
mon seuse. Neither can I agree with him in 
his construction of the contract between the 
state and the present lessees. Under his con- 
struction, if the business of the road had de- 
creased the lessees would have the right to re- 
turn the road in a worse conditien than when 
received by them.”’ 

Mr. Gamble favored the third section with 
the amendment proposed by himself. 

MR. BERNER, OF MONROE, 
followed in an able and effective speech. 

“The third section,” said he, ‘to which the 
Rankin amendment is proposed, is the essence 
of this Jease bill. It pointsout, more or less 
accurately, what the state has to lease. 

‘“‘As the matter stands now, 
Louisville and Nashville control § the 
road, and they wantto lease it again. They 
alone, of all probable competitors, liave an ac- 
curate knowledge as to the condition of the 
road. They alone are in position to figure 
safely on a hea bid, and to leave it so would 
give them a monopoly of the bidding. Thatis 
bad business policy for the state, and in oppo- 
sition to the spirit of the constitution. 

- The contract with the lesseea is the law in 
the case, and under it the lessees have no 
claim to betterments on realty. They were 
bound by its provision to return the road 
in as good condition as when 
received it. If they return 
better condition—if they improve the depots, 
or put steel rails instead of iron ones—they 
djd it with the understanding that they were 
ot obliged to do so and at their own risk. 
The money so expended has not been a loss to 
them, but every dollar of it has brought back 
a dollar to the lessees. , 

The question is: Can the lessees, abiding by 

the law, so deteriorate the property from its 
resent condition that it would be better to 
gotiate with them? Shall we guarantee the 

goad, as this third section proposes, or shall 
€ arbitrate this claim for betterments? ] 

Let’s see what there is in the threat of the 

es. Of this entire amount of $750,000 
claimed as betterments,; 8350,000 is for better- 
ments on the rolling stock. I have never con- 
tended, and do not believe, that the state has 
any right to the surplus of rolling stock. 

then $388,000 is claimed for betterments on 
realty, and of this $254,182 is on the super- 
structure. Take an itemized list, and see 
what betterments they threaten to remove. 
Can they remove the road-bed? The ballast 
is a part of the road-bed, which was in good 
Seasdition in I870, and must be so returned. 
Even if they hada right to remove that bal- 
Jast, would a corporation of sane men, and 
busivess men, dig up rocks from between the 
crossties to replace them with other rocks? 

Will they take off the steel Srails? Iron 
rails will cost them more than the steel, and 
fn addition to this the work of tearing up and 
ow down again would cost them $400 a 
mile. 

Improvements on buildings, where such im- 

rovements were necessary to leave the road 
nas good condition as when it was received, 
cannot be called betterments. Where a house 
was in 1870 that house in as good condition, 
or another house in as good coddition, must 
be in 1890. So with bridges, and if the lessees 
choose to replace a house or bridge with a 
gg house or bridge they do so at their own 

sk. 

This brings the claim to $52,000, 

Of that amount $26,000 was for changing the 
gange. Suppcsing they have the right to 
change the gauge back to its old standard, will 
it not cost them as much to change now as it 
did to change then? Will they spend $26,000 
to change it back, and fer no purpose but to 
spite the state? For fencing they claim $4,400, 
but it isthe law of this land that fences be- 
come a part of the realty, and the lessees can’t 
move those fences. Another item is for ditch- 
ingaswamp. Will the lessees move that 
ditch to spite the state of Georgia? 

This brings the claim down to $28,250. That 
is a}l the state can lose. Now, is it better to 
guarantee that road at a maximum sible 
loss of $28,950, or to arbitrate this claim of 
$750,000. The third section says “‘guarantee 
the road and risk $28,250.” The Rankin 
amerdment says “arbitrate the $750,000.” 
The gentleman from Gordon is an able man, 
honest and patriotic, and I believe that he be- 
lieves his own amendment the best for the 
state. But God save us from that 
amendment.

I repeat, Mr. Chairman, this Rankin amend- 
ment .monopolizes the bidding to the Louis- 
ville and Nashville.

we are to pay the Louisville and Nashville 
for betterments. 

There are two alternatives — less 
than $30,000 to on one 
hand by a definite guaranty, or 
$750,000 tofbe arbitrated or the other. That 

uegtion has been ccmmitted to us. I hope 
that on this, as on other questions, I am open 
to conviction, bat I do believe that the reasons 
given for thinking as I do now will abide with 
me and control me to the end.”’ 
MR. RAWLS, OF EF¥INGHAM, 
followed in a five minutes speech. 

“I believe I am the only man in this legi 
lature,’’ said he, ‘‘that voted on the lease bill 
of nineteen years ago. I was, at that time, a 
meiber of the legislature. Several proposi- 
tions were before the legislature at that time 
relative to the road. One of those propositions, 
I remember, was to cs ang $600,000 to the 
superintendent. Another was to sell the road 
yor the then considered fair price $3,500,000. 
Then it was ee that a Georgia company 
had beeen formed to lease at $25,000 a month. 
This eps materialized, andI voted for-the 
lease bill. That vote has been sustained,-and 
I am ready to vote for another lease bill, equal- 
ly confident that $the future will sustain 
it. Atthe same time I would like to have 
submitted to this body, propositions for the 
purchase of*ths property. I believe the 
property is worth three or four’ times 
what was considered a fair price in 1870, and I 
believe that the state could make more by 
leasing the road than by sellingit. If the 
road could be sold so that the purchase money, 
at six per cent, would bring more than we 
could get as rental—then the road should be 
sold. I would favor the largest price and 
longest time bid, and if other things were 
about equal, the bidding corporation most 
closely in line with the state’s policy and inter- 
ests. I believe, moreover, that the road should 
be leased without rolling stock, just as a farm 
is leased without the carts and wheelbarrows.”’ 

MR. CANDLER, OF DEKALB, : 
made the strongest speech of the day, and one 
of the very ablest made this session. It was 
plain and direct, full of argument and forcibly 
delivered. 

‘‘From a business standpoint,’’ said he, ‘‘we 

have only two things to determine—first, 
what property we have to offer; second, how 
we are to offer it. Iam not prepared to say 
that the third section, as it stands, sets forth 
clearly what property is to be leased. The 
bidder must make his bid snbject to the right 
of the lessees to account for part of the prop- 
erty in money equivalent. The  bid- 
der, then, bids on a contingency—he 
bids for so much_ railroad property 
or, its equivaient in money. 
C5 ‘A slight verbal amendment might be made 
to advantage in that phrase, ‘natural wear and 
tear.’ This might mean such wear and tear as 
would result from simple exposure, without 
use. ‘Ordinary wear and tear’ would mean 
that resulting from use in the ordinary busi- 
ness of the road, and ‘natural and ordinary 
wear and tear’ would include both, and both 
should be provided for. Then I would adopt 
the first of Mr. Glenn’s amend ments—to strike 
out from lines two and six, and inserting the 
follewing: ‘The road bedinits present con- 
dition, natural and ordinary wear and tear on- 
ly excepted, and the “paygrosan property as per 
inventory of file in the executive office, or 
its equivalent in kind.’ 

‘tam unalterably and radically opposed to 
the Rankin amendment, and the more I know 
of it and the longer I study, the more confirmn- 
ed I become in this oppusition. 

‘We are dealing with the state’s property, 
and yet the first sentence of that amendment 
makes the present lessees coequal judges with 
the state in deciding what the state is going to 
lease. That’s the first objection. 

“In the second place it incorporates into the 
leasa act—this call for bidders—a doubt as to 
the state’s title tothe property. It is lfke aman 
trving to dispose of certain property. He puts 


notice, after describing the property and giv- 
ing the terms, he adds, 1 will rent this prop- 
erty if it is all mine.” 

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, interrupted. 

“If you were trying to sell property, against 
which there was aclaim for improveients,”’ 
he asked, ‘“‘would any man buy from you un- 
less that claim was first settled ?’’ 

“What lowe the first man for repairs,’’ 
was the answer, ‘‘would have nothing todo 
with my trade with the second man. 

“T am reminded just here of the solemn,

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the 27th of December 1890, i 


preacher-like tone in which my friend from 
Sumter arose last week and called downa 
benediction on the peacemaker. ‘Blessed be 
the peacemaker.’ If there is peace ina politi- 
cal graye, there is peace in sight for the 
author of that amendment. That’s the only 
peace I seein sight—excepta ’requiescat in 
pace’ forthe grave of the amendment. 

“This amendment, Mr.Ciairman, virtually 
concedes the payment of betterments, and 
leaves in doubt only the amount and the man- 
ner in which this amount is to be ascertained. 

‘*Before discussing the merits of this cianm, 
perniit me to call your attention to the confi- 
dence, or rather lack of confidence, with which 
it is presented by the president of the lessee 
company. 

‘In his letter to the general assembly, dated 
July 8, 1889, he says that it is true that there 
is no provision in the (lease) act of the legisla- 
ture which gives the company anything for 
betterments. Further on he says the claim 
is only an equitable one. 

‘“ Again,in a letter addressed to THE ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION shortly afterwards, he takes the 
positioh that the steel rail placed onthe track 
is not a ‘tixture,’ ‘because the express, spe 
cific contract makes a difierent provision,’ 
virtually admitting that under the general 
rules of law it would be a “‘fixture,’’ and con- 
sequently he would have no right to remove it 
or demand compensation for it, thus basing 
his whole claim for compensation therefor 
upon the ‘‘express, specific’? provision of a 
contract in which he voluntarily adimitied in 
his letter of July 8th there was no provision 
which gave the company anything for better- 
ments,and then further on in this same letter he 
says, ‘Lam making noclaim for betterments, 
while we havea strong claim in equity. While 
I have admitted on all occasions that the 
statute makes no provision binding the state 
to pay for betterments,’’ etc. * * “Ifthe 
representatives of the people will not agree to 
allow anything for betterments, which (mark 
the language) issimply a subject of negotia- 
tion’’ * * and not a question of law, or 
equity, of rights.’ 

‘But again in his letter of November 28th, 
1888, to the-genera! assembly, as if fearful that 
some legislator might do injustice to his (Gov- 
ernor Brown’s) well-known legal learning, by 
thinking he was deinanding some right under 
the Jaw or the contract, he reiterates: ‘I am 
aware that there is no provision in the(lease) act 
of the legislature or the contract providing for 
the payment of betterments.’ * * ‘We claim 
(still using his language) that we are entitled 
to reasonable compensation for our expendi 
tures aid improvements of the state’s prop- 
erty, greatly beyond what was agreed to in 
the contract,’ admittedly resting the claim 
no longer on the contract, butin words con- 
ceding that toallow it the general assembly 
must go outside and beyond the contract and 
the law. Todo this would be to make a dona- 
tion or a gratuity tothe lessees, the unconsti- 
tutionality of which I need hardly argue to 
this house, .certainly not 
distinguished friend from 
This brings me, failing to find any general 
rule of Jaw or principle of equity to sustain 
these claims, to inquire if there is anything in 
the contract or in the intention with which the 
contract was made that warrants the payment 
of betterments. 

“The act authorizing the lease is virtually the 
contract. I have also said that nothing in the 
contract required any improvement in the road 
or its condition, It only required ‘the return 
of the road and its appurtenances, * * * jn as 
good condition as it wasin when received by 
the company.’ 

‘Governor Brown, as I have already shown 
you, admits that there is no provision in the 
contract or the law forthe payment of better- 
ments, but that to pay forthem you must go 
outside the contract and the law, 

“Ta Governor Brown’s letter to‘this general 
assembly he says the contract required the 
return of the roadin the ‘same condition as 
when received.’; The argument consequently 
being thatif returned in a better condition, 
we ought in good conscience pay for 
the betterments. The statement of fact 
is notthe trnth. ‘In as good condition,’ not 
‘the same condition,’ is the language; and 
that means that the obligation upon the lessees 
is, that whatever the condition may be on the

But the position that it could 
be returned in as a condition only, does 
not mean or imply that we are to pay for a 
better condition—it carried with it the implica- 
tion, and plainly at that, thaf if the lessees 
voluntarily chose to improve it, that they must 
not e compensation for that. That this 
construction is the proper one, is amply sus- 
tained by the history of the passage of the 


lease act. 

“The bill, which{became the lease act, intro 
dnced by Hon. Dunlap Scott, was drawn in 
consultation with Governor Brown. 

“In the third section thereof,as reported, was 
the following clause: ‘But if the road and 
rolling stock and its appurtenances are re- 
turned in better condition than #hen received 
by the company, the state shall compensate 
the company for the difference by allowing 4 
credit for the same out of any payment or 
amount due the state, or paying the same in 
cash to the company when the state again takes 
possession of the road.’ 

‘‘When the substituteJwas being considered 
in the house, Hon. W. P. Price, of Lumpkin, 
moved to strike those words from the third 
section, and upon that amendment the ayes 
were 107 and the nays 2, and it was adopted. 
House journal 1870, page 1020. 

And with that amendment the bill passed 
the honse, and afterward became the lease act. 

Here was the distinct proposition to embody. 
in the lease act a provision for payment for 
betterments, and an almost uwnanimons refusal 
of the legislature to agree to any such proposi- 
tion. 

During the investigation of the lease in 1872, 
Governor Brown, as the president of the 
lessee company, appeared in the public prints 
in defense of the (paae. In ‘the Atlanta Con- 
STITUTION Of July 9, 1872, there appeared an 
open letter over his signature, addressed to 
one R. W. Phillips, in which he proposed (and 
I give the substance of this letter, and not his 
language) that if the pecple of Georgia were 
dissatisfied with the lease and the price they 
were getting for the road, and would so ex 
press themselves, the lessees would surrender 
their lease. 

And then he went into an argument 
to show that $25,000 per morth was 
a good rental for the road, giving the reasons: 
one of these reasons being that the road was 
in bad condition and needed large repairs ; that 
in order to meet the business offered them the 
lessees were then and would continue so to do, 
making expensive and extensive improve- 
ments; that no psovision had been made for 
their reimbursement. and that the lessees ex- 

cted to return the road in much jbetter con- 

ition at the expiration of the lease, than it 
wasin when they received it, without pay 
therefor. Now this showed clearly within 
eighteen months after taking the road their 
construction of the contract—through their 
president they virtually declared that they ex- 
pected, for their profit, to make large improve- 
ments and that they had not the right to de- 
mand compensation forthem, and expected 
none. 

And indeed the intimation or rather the 
irresistible conclusion from the _ lan- 
guage used, is that these contemplated bet- 
terments were a part of the consideration, and 
that $25,000 per month was a good price, be 
cause they had to be made and were not to be 
paid for by the state. Any fair-minded man 
reading that letter cannot but see that this, 
at least, was the impression that the writer de- 
sired to make on the minds of the legislature 
and the public. 

And so,Mr. Speaker,while the lease act and 
the contract is silent upon the subject of bet- 
terments, the parties to the contract have 
never, from the beginning, been silent. The 
lease was given by the state with the declara- 
tion that the lessees must take it in its then 
condition, must return it in at least as good a 
condition; could make what improvements 
they pleased,but all such shall not befcharged 
to the state; and the equally distinct 
deciaration of the lessees that they so 
took it; that its condition was bad; 
that they expected to make large improve- 
ments, that they expected no compensation 
from the state therefor and had theright to 
demand none, and that for all these reasons 
their bid wos a low one; that notwithstanding 
it was low, the state would be well paid in the 
large improvewents it would get when; the 
road was returned. 

But even if it be said that these declarations 
of the president amount to nothing, we have 
the intention of the state as to the meaning of 
the contract, this intention known to the 
lessees before they bid at all, and hence the 
silence of the act on this subject is explained 
and your duty plain under the law. 

If we owe the lessees anything I want to pay 
them every cent of the debt, but in another 
way and at another time. I don’t believe this 
question will ever go into the courts, but if it 
should the state can go, stripped of ita sover- 
eignty and confident in the righteousness of its 
cause. 

I an.not afraid of this hue-and-cry against 
& settlement of the claims of the lessees, but it 
must come after this lease act is perfected. 
But, independent of this lease act, I would 
never vote for the adoption of the Rankin 
resolution. I am willing, after the act is 
completed, to make a eery agree- 
ment with the lessees, so that where specifics 
are lost, the lessees having the right to return 
money equivalent, they can be replaced before 
the expiration of the lease. Let’s adopt the 
Glern amendment so the bidders can know 
exactly what they are going to lease. Fail- 
ing in this, then take the section as it stands. 
Don’t incorporate into aSsimple invitation for 
bids, this unnessary suggestion of doubt as to 
the title of the state to her own property. 

HUFF, OF BIBB, 
followed. He was known to bein favor of the 
amendment, and a general interest was felt in 
his plans. eis an original thinker, earnest 
in his convictions and always effective in de- 
livery. 

‘‘T am unfortunate,” said he, ‘‘in coming im- 
mediately after two such speakers as my friend 
from Monroe [Mr. Berner} and my friend from 
DeKaib [Mr. Candler]. I hesitate always 
when I am forced to differ with either of them, 
and it gives me confidence always when I 
know they are on my side. 

‘‘But I am forced to differ with them on the 
Rankin amendment. Its omen | is sound. 
The idea is good, though I don’t believe that 
there should be incorporatedin the lease bill 
any reference whatever to the old contract or 
the present lessees. I give my friend from 
DeKalb credit for bringing forward this, the 
sirongest objection yet urged. 

‘‘T insist, as a plain businessman, that the 
lease can never be made to advantage without 
first settling this claim. Two years ago there 
were gentlemen in this house just as anxious 
to lease this road as you are now. The great 
leader of this house, as I regard Dr. Felton, 
was fighting for the lease and Judge Harrell 
for the sale,’’ 

Mr. Huff read the majority report of that 
committee of 1887. 

‘The majority then,’ said ho, ‘‘were willing 
to stand on the contract and the original in- 
ventory. Those same gentlemen are not wil- 
ling to do this now—why? They say, ‘we 
must have the road as it now is, less the nat- 
ural wear and tear.’ If you can demand the 
road as it was in 1889, why could you not de- 
mand in 1887 that it should be delivered in 
1890 asTthhappened to bein 1887? Why could 
you not demand the same thing in 1883 ‘ 

“Gentlemén, we are a long way ahead of 

time on the lease question, or a long way be- 
hind on the settlement question. - 
{ ‘‘And did it ever occur to you that as landlord 
and tenant, the state of Georgia has dealt 
harshly with/ these lessees? Have we not 
been stubborh towards an honest tenant? 
They have Arritten to the legislature, to the 
governor, 


the paper it’s written on, 
and yet without bond these lessees have per- 
formed every obligation on their part. It 
makes no difference if the contract was a 
fraud. I do believe it was the greatest swindle 
ever perpetrated in Georgia, but that has 
nothing to do with this settlement.’’

THE TAX DIGESTS SHOW A DECIDED 
INCREASE, 


And the Total Will PRaEA Reach That of 03— 


Good Crops and Plenty of Rain.

The greatest increase since 1885. . 

That is what the tax digésts received at the 
comptroller general’s office indicate. 

Digests have..been received from one hun- 
dred and fourteen of the one hundred and 
thirty-seven Counties. “Thése show a net in- 
crease of $11,468, 912. Of the counties to hear 
from, Fulton is, of course, the most important. 
This will show an increase, as Tur Constiru- 
ene poem yesterday, of between five million 


the comptroller general’s office, said yesterday: 
“Phe returns so far received show anin- 
crease in the one huydzsed and fourteen 
counties equal to that shown by the whoie 
state lastyear. Of the counties not yet heard 
from, Fulton will, I hope, show a five million 
dollar increase. The other counties not heard 
.frém are small and the increase in some will 


* probably be offset by the decrease in some of 


theothers. That will make the total probably 
between $16,000,000 and $17,000,000. This is 
next highcst we have had in years—since 1883 
when the digests showed an increase of $18,- 
000,000. This you must remember is only the 
digest increase and does not inc!ude the increase 
in railroad properties, which does not go on 
the digests. 
SOME OF THE COUNTIES. 

Glynn county shows an increase of $825,643 
on a total return last year of something over 
$4,000,000. The percentage of increase here 
is greater than in some of the counties which 
show a larger increase. Other digests received 
yesterday show increases as follows:

Everybody puts off mak- 
ing the tax return until the last moment—that 
is, in July.. By that time the conditicn of the 
crops is known and if it isa good year-every- 
body feels the effect®of it, nobody more than 
the tax receiver. In 1883 wo had, like we have 
this year, general and frequent rains and the 
whole state was benefitted by it.”’
